Union Victory iu Kentucky. 


At the election held in Kentucky on Mon- 


day last, for members of the legislature, the 
Union party succeeded by overwhelming 
majorities. The popular majority is fifty 
or sixty thousand, while there are probably 
uot more than a dozen secessionists elected 
in the whole state. This result is glorious. 
Now let Kentucky repudiate the cowardly 
policy of neutrality, and take her stand 
with her noble son, Joseph Holt, in favor 
of making war upon the traitors who are 
endeavoring to destroy their country. 


The Confiscation BUI. 


This bill, introduced into the senate by 


Mr. Trumbull, became a law. It provides 
for confucating all moveablo efl'ecta taken 
from armed men resisting the government, 
or aiding and abetting its enemies. It was 
amended, on motion of Mr. Bingham, so 
that whenever, during the present insurrec- 
tion, any person held to service or labor 
shall be employed in the military or naval 
service, the person to whom such service or 
labor is due shall forfeit his claim to the 
same. Thii may do uome good, but'ft falls 
far short of the exigencies of the occasion. 
The slaves of all traitors should be declared 
free, whether employed in the military ser- 
vice of the rebels or not. 
There is, howev- 


er, a higher law than all this—the lay^of 
military necessity, which no commander 
has a right to disobey when his army is in 
danger, and which may be called into ac- 
tion before the rebellion is crushed. 


A Rebel Account. 


Houth-Kaat Mlaiouri. 


The retfion of country, back of Bird's 


Point, and between New Madrid and Cape 
GirardeaUj in Missouri, has suddenly bar 
come important by reason of the move- 
merits of the rebel General Pillow. It may 
be interesting to know tbe distances in that 
region, an we are likely to hear of a con- 
test there before many days, between the 
contendiog forces. 


The Mississippi river makes ft consider- 


able bend just above Bird's Point, towards 


x the fast and does not entirely regain its 
southern course until it reaches New Mad- 
lid, so that Bird's Point is an ox-bow of 
the river. Tho distance across the bow, or 
peninsula, is forty miles, while around by 
the liver it is seventy mile. A railroad 
west, cuU oft' the upper part of this penin- 
sula, runs back to Buflington, thirty-seven 
mites, and there terminates. A secession 
Ibtce of some 3,000 under Jeff Thompson, 
ha* taken possession of Sykestown, twenty- 
six miles from Bird's Point, and burnt the 
bridges on tho railroad for eight or ten 
miles further towards Bird's Point. 
It will 


be noticed that tho first thing a secession 
army does is to burn railroad bridges where- 
ever it can get at them, and when the Uni- 
on army comes along they rebuild; that is 
one of the differences between them. 


S/keavilie, which is tee nearest point the 


secessionists have approached Bird's Point 
in any force, is in tho midst of a rich and 
well cultivated country, called West Prai- 
rie, and is occupied by wealthy planters, 
who aro large slaveholders, and sympathise 
with the rebels. 
Jeff Thompson is there- 


fore at borne. Ho had advanced his forces, 
at the latest dates, ten miles north of the 
railroad, towards Cape Girardeau, 
This 


latter place is thirty miles above Bird's 
Point, on the Mississippi river, so that the 
enemy may either attack that place or 
Bird's Point as he chooses ; but the proba- 
bility is that lie means to attack Cape Gi- 
ikrdeau. The federal troops there amount 
to about five thousand, with a battery of 
six pieces of artillery. 


SECRETARY or WAR.—It has been rumor- 


ed that Hon. Joseph Holt, of Ky., was ap- 
pointed secretary of war in place of Cam- 
eron. There is probably a mistake about 
this, aa the statement has not been confirm- 
ed.

AN INCIDENT,—A correspondent of the 


Richmond Despatch, in giving a report of 
the last battle at Bull's Run, says : 


" Shortly afterwards, Generals Beaure- 


gard, Johnston, andBonham, accompanied 
by their" aids, came galloping up the hill, 
and dismounted on the summit. Just at 
this time, by the aid of our glass, we could 
see their guns brought to bear on the hill 
where we stood, for in a few moments the 
smoke was discovered issuing from their 
batteries of rilled ciiunon, and before scarce- 
ly a word could be said, the peculiar whiz 
and hissing of Ihu balla notified us that 
their aim had been well taken. 
Several 


balls fell in a tit-id immediately behind us, 
and not a hundred yards from the spot 
where the generals stood. 
An officer of 


General Beaurugtinl's etaff requested us to 
leave tbo hill, i»nd as we moved away, n 
shell burst not twenty feet ofF. 
The enemy 


no doubt discovered the horses of the gen- 
erals, and thought it a good opportunity to 
display their uiarkmanthip, and credit is 
due to them fo)- the accuracy of their aim." 


This correspondent gives some of the par- 


ticulars of the battle, which aa they relate to 
the rebels themselves, are not probably 
overdrawn. Of the attack he says: 


"They pressed our left flank for several 


hours with terrible effect, but our men flinch- 
ed not til their number had been so dimin- 
ished by tho well aimed and steady volleys 
that they wero compelled to give way lor 
new regiments. The 7th and 8th Georgia 
regiments, commanded by the gallant and 
lamented Bartow, are said to have suffered 
heavily during the early part of the battle. 


Between 2 and 3 o'clock large numbers 


of uien were leaving the field, some of them 
wounded, others exhausted by the long 
struggle, who gave tho most gloomy reports; 
but aa the fire on both aides continued stead- 
ily, we felt sure that our brave southerners 
hud not been conquered by the overwhelm- 
ing hordes of tho north. It is, however,due 
to truth to say that the result at this hour 
hung trembling in the balance. 
We had 


lost numbers of ourmost distinguished otli- 
cers. Generals Bartow and flee bad been 
stricken down ; Lieut. Col. Johns 
the Hampton Legion, had been ki 
Hampton had been wounded. 


Your correspondent heard Gen. Jol 


ton exclaim to Gen. Cocke, just at the crit- 
ical moment—"Oh, for four regiments!" 
His wish was answered, for in the distance 
our reinforcements appeared. 


The tide of the battle turned in our favor 


by the arrival of Gwn. Kirby Smith, from 
Winchester, with four thousand toon of Gen. 
Johnston's division. 


Gen. 
Smith heard, while on the Manna- 


sas railroad cars, the roar of battle. 
He 


stopped the train and hurried his troops 
across tho fields to the point just where he 
was most needed. They were at first sup- 
posed to be the enemy, their arrival at that 
point of the field being entirely unexpec- 
ted. 


I should remark that it had been General 


Beauregard's purpose to make the attack, 
instead of waiting to receive it; but from 
some cause unknown to me, he preferred at 
last to let the enemy take the initiative; 
perhaps for the reason that Gen. Johnston's 
division had been detained on the railroad. 


There are other statements in this letter 


in relation to the loss of the federal troops, 
the number engaged in the battle, the 
amount of material captured, &c., which 
we know are greatly exaggerated, but there 
is one fact plainly indicated, and indeed ad- 
mitted, that before the heavy reinforcements 
of the enemy came up, the day was ours— 
a confirmation of what all our soldiers have 
said, and valuable because it is the admis- 
sion of an opponent. 
The charge that our 


men assumed any disguises or fought un- 
der any than their own regimental flags, is 
wholly untrue.

Owing to a variety of canses, homo of 


the regiments engaged in the battle of the 
21st of July havo failed to receive so favor- 
able a notice as they deserve. 


Among such might be mentioned the 


second regiment of Wisconsin. This regi- 
ment was in the advance of (Jol. Sherman's 
brigade during the engagement of the 18th 
and is highly complimented by that officer 
for their coolness in their first exposure to 
the enemy's batteries. 
In tho battle of 


Suud&y, the 21st, they were attached to the 
same brigade, with tbe thirteenth, sixty- 
ninth aod seventy-ninth of New York. 


Up to ten o'clock, A. M,, this regiment 


served ns supporters of Gen. Sherman's 
battery, when they hud orders to cross the 
stream, leaving the battery behind them. 
Marching up the steep hill in the double 
quick, they were soon formed at the top in 
battle order. 
In a few moments tbe oider 


came to charge upon the rebel's batteries, 
which were directly in front, across the val- 
ley. 
Hero the " Badger boys " made a gal- 


lant chargo down the declivity and up the 
opptaito aide, pouring volleys of musket 
shot into the enemy's ranks. In this en- 
gagement, where they were exposed an 
hour and a half to tbe double fires of the 
enemy's artillery and infantry, they lout 
some thirty killed and sixty wounded. 
The 


Fire Zouaves, who occupied a position dur- 
ing the engagement directly to the right, 
were often heard to say that the " Wiscon- 
sin boys fight bravely;" " they are the boys 
for us," &c. 
After the order had been giv- 


en to retreat, and the regiment had recross- 
ed Bull Run, the cavalry made an attempt 
to capture their regimental colors, but a 
sudden charge upon tho cavalry emptied 
eleven or twelve of their saddles, and scat- 
tered the rest in confusion. 
At Centreville 


they halted and reformed, when one of the 
corporals in Capt. Allen's company rode up 
a fine horse that he had captured, and dis- 
mounted, telling the captain to take his 
horse, that he would rather go back and be 
shot than to make the retreat. And such 
was the feeling of a large portion of the 
regiment. They did not think themselves 
whipped, and nothing but positive orders 
from headquarters compelled them to leave 
Centerville. At Fairfax they stopped two 
hours, when the men wero ordered to lie 
down and sleep till they should receive or- 
ders to march. Dr. Sailer, correspondent 
of the New York Times, accompanied the 
regiment from Centerville to Fairfax, and 
took supper at the latter place with some of 
the. 
officers. 


Tho regiment was one of the last to leave 


the field, being preceded all tbe way by the 
sixty-ninth^ They returned to camp in 
good order[ occupying their old ground on 
Arlington Heights, without tho loss of any 
provisions or blankets, and with but a very 
small loss of arms. The men are reported 
to be doing well, and more eagur for a fray 
than before, and will go into tho battle 
again with more coolness, but no more 
courage.

The old traitorous Secretary of 
War had left a large number of shells, but 
without fuses. 


Numbers of these shells intended for cau- 


nou firing were packed with powder, and 
common fuses containing percussion pow- 
der wero placed in the holes. Tho wire of 
each fuse was then attached to a strong 
cord, and the shells were suspended care- 
fully over the walls where they hung per- 
fectly safe for action. 
By drawing the cord 


quickly—giving it a snap—the percussion 
powder of friction fuse became ignited, and 
the shell exploded.

The cap was of a very coarse, mis- 
erable material. 
His flannel shirt was 


clean, but as coarse as a " high private's." 
In all, I took Gen. Rosecrans to be a "high 
private" who was very popular with tbeotti- 
cers and men. Ha had a shake hands for 
everybody, aud I noticed particularly that 
he had more to say to the men than the of- 
ficers. Whenever his back was turned and 
out of hearing, the fellows would walk and 
say: 


"That's the chap for you," "Won't he 


fight, eh?" "He's the bully boy," "An- 
other round,'1 " Just look at his eye, and 
you will be sure to see fight there."

000 strong, killing 40 and wounding- as 
many more, and putting the rebels to flight, 


. reassures us. 
Although the odds are great- 


4y against Lyon, we confidently expect to 
hear "that he has heaten -and dispersed the 
enemy before this time. 


Union Victory In Kentucky. 


At the election held in Kentucky on Mon- 


day last, for members of the legislature, the 
Union party succeeded by overwhelming 
majorities. 
The popular majority is fifty 


or sixty thousand, while there-are probably 
act more than a dozen secessionists elected 
in the whole state. This result is glorious. 
Now let Kentucky repudiate the cowardly 
poHey of neutrality, and take her stand 
with her noble son, Joseph Holt, in favor 
of making war upon the traitors who are 
endeavoring to destroy their country. 


Tile Confiscation Bill. 


This bill, introduced into the senate by 


Mr. Trumbull, became a law. It provides 
for confiscating all moveable effects taken 
from armed men resisting the government, 
or aiding and abetting its enemies. It was 
amended, on motion of Mr. Bingham, so 
that whenever, during the present insurrec- 
tion, any person held to service or labor 
shall be employed in the military or naval 
service, the person to whom such service or 
labor is due shall forfeit his claim to the 
same. This may do some good, bnt'it-falls 
far short of the exigencies of the occasion. 
The.slaves of all traitors should be declared 
free, whether employed in the military ser- 
vice of the rebels or not. 
There is, howev- 


er, a higher law than all this—the laj^oi 
military necessity, which no commander 
has a right to disobey when his array is in 
danger, and which may be called into ac- 
tion before the rebellion is crushed. 


South-East Missouri. 


The region of country, back of Bird's 


Point, and between New Madrid and Cape 
Girardean, in Missouri, has suddenly ' be,- 
corne important by reason of the move!- 
ments of the rebel General Pillow. It may 
be interesting to know the distances in that 
region, a« we are likely to hear of a con- 
test there: before many days, between the 
contending forces. 


The Mississippi river makes a consider 


able bend just above Bird's Point, towards 
''the east and does not entirely regain its 
southern course until it reaches New Mad- 
rid, so that Bird's Point is an ox-bow of 
the river. The distance across the bow, or 
peninsula, is forty miles, while around by 
the liver it is seventy mile. A railroad 
west, cuts off the .upper part of this penin 
sola, runs back to Buffington, thirty-seven 
miles, and there terminates. A secession 
for:ee of some 3,000 under Jeff Thompson, 
haft taken possession of Sjkestown, twenty- 
six miles from Bird's Point, and burnt the 
bridges on the railroad for eight or ten 
miles further towards Bird's Point. It will 
be noticed that (he first thing a secession 
army does is to burn railroad bridges where; 
ever it can get at them, and when the Uni- 
on army comes along they rebuild ; that is 
one of the differences between them. 


Sykesville, which is tee nearest point the 


secessionists have approached Bird's Point 
in any force, is in the midst of a rich and 
well, cultivated country, called West .Prai- 
rie, and is occupied by wealthy planters, 
who aro large slaveholders, and sympathise 
with the rebels. Jeff Thompson is there- 
lore at home. He had advanced his forces, 
at the latest dates, ten miles north of the 
railroad, towards Cape Girardeau. 
This 


latter place is thirty miles above Bird's 
Point, 'in the Mississippi river, so that the 
enemy may either attack that place or 
Bird's Point as he chooses ; but the proba- 
bility is -that he means to attack Cape Gi- 
rardeau. The federal troops there amount 
to about five thousand, with a battery oi 
six pieces of artillery. 


SECRETARY OF WAB. — It has been rumor- 


ed that Hon. Joseph Holt, of Ky., was ap- 
pointed secretary of war in place of Cam 
eron. There is probably a mistake about 
this, as the statement has notbedn confirm 
ed. Should there be a vacancy the people 
would be highly gratified at such an ap- 
pointment. _ 


ne of the gratifying circumstances 


connected with the election in Kentucky is 
the defect of the degenerate son of Henry 
Clay, for the legislature, in Fayette county. 
He is a secessionist, of the Breckinridge 
etamp, " sugar-coated" with the neutrality 
dodge.

A Rebel Account. 


N INCIDENT.—A correspondent of the 


Richmond Despatch, in giving a repbrt of 
the last battle at'Ball's Run, says : 


" Shortly afterwards, Generals Beaure- 


£ard, Johnston, andBonham, accompanied 
by their'aids, came galloping up the hill, 
nnd dismounted on the summit. Just at 
this time, .by the aid of our glass, we could 
see their guns brought to bear on the hill 
where we stood, for in a few moments the 
smoke was discovered issuing from their 
batteries of rifled cannon, and before scarce- 
ly a word could be said, the peculiar whiz 
and. hissing of'the balls . notified us .that 
their aim had been well taken. Several 
balls fell in a field immediately behind us, 
and not a hundred yards from the spot 
where 'the generals stood. An officer of 
GeneralBeanregard's staff requested us to 
•leave the bill, and as we, moved away, a 
shell burst not twenty.feet off. 
The enemy 


no doubt discovered the horses of the .gen- 
erals, and thought it a good opportunity to 
display their markmanehip, and credit is 
due to them fp'.'.;.the accuracy of their aim." 


This correspondent gives some of the par- 


ticulars of the battle, which as they relate to 
the rebels themselves,' are not probably 
overdrawn, Of the attack he says: 


"They pressed our left flank for several 


hours with.terrible effect, but our men flinch- 
ed not til their' number had been so dimin- 
ished by the well aimed and steady volleys 
that they were, compelled to give way for 
new regiments. The 7th and 8th Georgia 
regiments, commanded by the gallant and 
lamented Bartow, are said to have suffered 
heavily during the early part of'the battle. 


Between 2 and 3 o'clock large numbers 


of men were leaving the field, some of them 
wounded,' others exhausted by the 'long 
struggle, who gave the most gloomy reports; 
but as the fire on bothsides continued stead- 
ily,.we felt sure that our brave southerners 
had not been conquered by the overwhelm- 
ing hordes of .the nprth...- It is, however,due 
to truth to say'that the'result at this hour 
hung, trembling in the balance. We had 
lost numbers of ourmost distinguished offi- 
cers. Generals Bartow and Bee had t>£en 
stricken down ; Lieut. Col. JohnsoJMl 
the Hampton Legion, had been ki 
Hampton had been wounded. 


Your correspondent heard Gen. 


ton exclaim to Gen. Cocke, just at the crit- 
ical moment—"Oh, ;for four regiments!" 
His wish was answered, for in the distance 
our reinforcements appeared. 


The tide of the battle turned in our favor 


by the arrival of Gen, Kirby Smith, from 
Winchester, with four thousand men of Gen. 
Johnston's division. 


Gen. Smith heard, while on the Manas- 


sas railroad cars, the roar of battle. 
He 


stopped the train and hurried his troops 
across the fields to the point just where he 
was most needed. They were at first sup- 
posed to be the enemy, their arrival at that 
point of; the field being entirely unexpec- 
ted. 


I should remark that it had been General 


Beauregard's purpose to make the attack, 
instead of waiting to receive it; but from 
some cause unknown to me, he preferred at 
last to let the enemy take the initiative; 
perhaps for the reason that Gen. Johnston's 
division bad been detained on the railroad. 


There are othor statements in this letter 


in relation to the.loss of the federal troops, 
the number engaged in the battle, the 
amount 'of material captured, &c., which 
we know are greatly exaggerated, but there 
is one fact plainly indicated, and indeed ad- 
mitted, that before the heavy reinforcements 
of the enemy came up, the day was ours— 
& confirmation of what all our soldiers have 
said, and valuable because it is the admis- 
sion of an opponent. The charge that our 
men assumed any disguises or fought un- 
der any than their own regimental flags, is 
wholly untrue.

The Wisconsin Second at Bull's Run. 


Owing to a variety of causes, some of 


the regiments engaged in the battle of the 
21st of July have failed to receive so favor- 
able a noticfc'as they deserve. 


Among such might be mentioned the 


second regiment of Wisconsin. This regi- 
ment was in the advance of Col. Sherman's 
-brigade during the engagement of the 18th 
and is highly complimented by that officer 
for their "coolness in their first exposure to 
.-the enemy's' batteries. In the battle of 
Sunday, the 21st, they were attached to the 
same brigade, with the thirteenth, sixty- 
;ninth and seventy-ninth of New York. 


Up to:ten o'clock, A. M., this regiment 


served as supporters of Gen. Sherman's 
battery, when they had orders to cross the 
stream, leaving the battery behind them. 
Marching up the steep hill in the double 
quick, they were soon formed at the top in 
battle order. In a few moments the order 
came to charge upon the rebel's batteries, 
which were directly in front, across the val- 
ley. Here the " Badger boys " made a gal- 
lant charge down the declivity and up the 
opposite side, Spouring volleys of musket 
shot into the enemy's ranks. In this en- 
gagement, where they were exposed an 
hour and a half to the double fires of the 
enemy's'artillery and infantry, they lost 
some thirty killed and sixty wounded. 
The 


Fire Zonaves, who'occnpied a position dur- 
ing the engagement directly to the right, 
were often heard to-say that the " Wiscon- 
sin boys fight bravely;" " they are the boys 
for us," &c. After the order had been giv- 
en to retreat, and the regiment had recross- 
ed Bull Bun, the cavalry made an attempt 
to.capture their regimental colors, but a 
sudden charge upon tho cavalry emptied 
eleven' or twelve of their saddles, and scat- 
tered the rest in confusion. At Centreville 
they halted and reformed, when one of the 
corporals in Capt. Allen's company rode up 
a fine horse that he . had captured, and dis- 
mounted, telling the captain lo take his 
horse, that he would rather go back and be 
shot than to make the retreat. And such 
was the feeling of a large portion of the 
regiment. They did not think themselves 
whipped, and nothing but positive orders 
from headquarters compelled them to leave 
Centerville, At Fairfax they stopped two 
hours, when the men were ordered to lie 
down and sleep till they should receive or- 
ders to march. Dr. Salter, correspondent 
of the New York Times, accompanied the 
regiment from Centerville to Fairfax, and 
took supper at the latter place with some of 
the officers. 


The regiment was one of the last to leave 


the field, Being preceded all the way by the 
sixty-ninth.. They returned to camp in 
good order,; occupying their old ground on 
Arlington Heights, without the losa of any 
provisions or blankets, and with but a very 
small loss of arms. The men are reported 
to be doing well, and_more eager for a fray 
than before, and wiil go into the battle 
again with more coolness, but no more 
courage. 


GEN. PILLOW'S CHAIN-CABLE.—Previous 


to Gen. Pillow being superceded by Bishop 
Polk, he went to New Orleans and procured 
a huge chain-cable, costing him $25,000, 
and brought it to Memphis to blockade the 
rtoer, by stretching it over and renting it 
upon buoys I . The cable, carriage and work 
cost about $30,000.

or 3 companies of regular cavalry from 
Camp McClellan, about 2 miles west of 
here. Lyon encamped that evening on 
TyrrellfCreek, and on Friday, advanced to 
Dug Spring, about 19 miles: southwest of 
Springfield,; when he obtained intelligence 
ot' the -enemy. The 'fight took place be- 
tween 4 and 6 o'clock that P. M. A party 
of 270 of Lyon's cavalry met a party of the 
enernyj who as previously reported^were 
crossing a ridge of high laud partially en- 
closed on .the east by a talley, and when 
descending this came upon a large force of 
the enemy's infantry, variously estimated at 
from 2000 to 4000, and being unable to re- 
treat, they charged and outtheirwaythrough 
with the loss oP-5. The Lieut, command- 
ing the cavalry was killed after killing 8 of 
the rebels. . ; Meantime the enemy appeared 
in large numbers moving along the valley, 
but were put.to flight by our artillery. Our 
infantry was not engaged1. The rebels re- 
treated southward to a place called McCul- 
loch's store, on the Fayetteville road. The 
number of rebels found dead on field amount- 
ed to 40, and some' 44 wounded were pick- 
ed' up. "Gen. Lyon is said to be strongly 
entrenched in close proximity to the enemy. 
Another battle waa expected. 
. 


It is said there is a body of some 5000 


men 30 miles west of us, who are coming 
in to attack the town. In Gen. Lyon's ab- 
sence, we have here 2 Companies of the 3d 
Reg. Missouri volunteers, and about 700 or 
800 home guards from the surrounding coun- 
try, and 2 pieces of artillery. 
While I write 


2 companies of home guards have just gone 
out to reconnoitre for the enemy from the 
west. We are waiting for them with confi- 
dent hearts and strong arms, determined 
that they shall not take the town without a 
struggle. 4 or 5 batteries of rifled cannon 
of heavy calibre arrived by Ohio & Missis- 
sippi railroad to-day. Preparations bein?; 
made to take them on board the govern- 
ment steamers. 


AFTERNOON DESPATCHES. 


PHILADELPHIA, Aug..7. 


The United States gun boat Flag arrived 


at Fort Mifflin this morning with thirty-six 
-ebel priso'ners, taken from a rebel war 
vessel, formerly the revenue cutter Aiken, 
seized at Charleston last winter. 
The Ai- 


ken fired at the St. Lawrence off Charles- 
ton, probably mistaking bar for a merchant 
vessel, when the St. Lawrence returned a 
broadside, sinking the rebel. 
Five of her 


crew were lost, and the rest sedured and 
placed on board the Flag. 


The navy department will at once issue 


proposals for the construction of the 10 side- 
wheel steamers and one or more iron clad 
vessels, recently authorized by congress.

FHIESD SAHGKXT AXD No. 2 BOYS :—I 


received your letter in due time, sno! having 
a littlo spare time, I thought I would an- 
swer it. Wo are all pretty well, nothing to 
boust of, but hope yon are all sound, wind 
and limb. Henry, we have had some pret- 
ty hard fighting since we left Janesville. 
The boys as a general thing did well; if 
the officers had dono as well as the men, we 
could have told a different story. It waa 
pretty tough to see horses and riders, artil- 
lery and iufautry, literally mown down like 
grass. After the first fire, I thought of 
nothing but going in on my nerve; but I 
will leave tlia boys to decide that. I am 
satisfied that I got both principal and inter- 
est on that old secesJt drbt of mine, and bal- 
anced accounts on the old plan of tare and 
tret. I could compare the battle to nothing 
but one continual storm of hail. 
Wherever 


you would cast your eye, you could see tbo 
mutilated body of a soldier. The Zouaves 
would cut and carvo as unconcerned as il 
they were at a Thanksgiving dinner. In a 
charge, one of the Zouuves stuck his bayo- 
net into the body of a secesher nearly split- 
ting him in two. 1 merely speak of this as 
showing the style of these red-cap gents. 
The enemy have a littlo antipathy against 
them for some reason or other, which is bet- 
ter known umoug themselves: however, 
they always meet with a warm reception. 
The Zouaves arc the most efficient troops 
the United States can boast of. Thia, any 
friend6 of the Jancaville Fire ZouaveH, you 
may think is touching your case. I mean 
it shall, for I know there are just as good 
men iu Janesville as ever came from New 
York ; all you want is a little warming up. 
Aside from the boys, the Janeaville folks 
are my beat hold, as Brother Blood says. 


Thia is hardly the place to bo collected, 


us one moment there will be rations wanted, 
guard to mount, soap to get for one of the 
boys, who, after wearing his shirt six weeks, 
is foolish enough, to think it would do it 
good to get a souKing. I just had to drop 
my pencil to go nod see a fight between a 
couple of Co. I's boys. They finally agreed 
to call it a draw game, take dinuer, and go 
in again after dinuer. Another fuss just 
now : a pot of bran soup upset; nobody did 
it—at lea-it, they all say so,—and so it goes 
from morning till night. 
My friends, pencil 


cannot portray the beauties of camp life. 1 
am sitting by the side of a boy who report 
ed himself sick this morning. You ought 
to sec his operative nuchatiery masticate 
rations, which nro preferable to castor oil 
and jalap. 


I almost forgot to give you Lieut. Me 


Lean's compliments. HecameoiTa hard 
guard this morning. The enemy are snuuk- 
ing around ; sontinehs are being picked off 
pretty fust, BO that we cannot tell at night 
who will draw our rations in the morning. 
You ought to see an alarm in camp—say 
about midnight. "Such a gelling up stairs 
you never did see." 
Wo live in a constant 


state of excitement, which serves to drive 
away the bluea. We often look down on 
the capital and its inhabitants, and think 
they can have no sport shut up in the city, 
while we are allowed tho privilege, if you 
can call it ho, of walking almost any place 
within half a mile of camp. Wo would like 
to go over to Wellington and speak a word 
of consolation to the citi'/ens, but that has 
played out. None but the good Lord and 
General Scott know \vhero we will be sent 
next. I think wo will stay hero for & short 
time to recruit. 


The Janusvillo mail bus just arrived.— 


Right there over that dry-goods box you will 
see the boys pulling and hauling to get their 
letters. We juat happened to have a show- 
er of rain ; thought I would look around to 
sec if I could huaratiy news ; missed a man 
in tha rain storm ; thought I would look 
over the quartermaster's old quarters to see 
if I could find him ; saw a couple of barrels 
move u little ; could not see any persons 
near ; then gave the barrels a smart kick, 
and out rolls tho lost boy. I marched him 
up to tiio tent f-llcd the Toombs, and left 
him to mediUi,.' on tho next improvement. 
I write five minutes, then have to jump up 
and run for something, nnd so it goes. I 
had to swt,.>.f j-:«t no.v: one of the boys tip- 
ped over my board.) which I was writing on. 
I called him a 
fool. 
Ho appeared to 


be satisfied, and walked on, so theto was no 
chance for an argument. My compliments 
to John, my son, nldo tho rest of my family. 
Write soon, and give, me all the particulars, 
as a letter from Janeaville is received with 
much pltjasurc.

FRIES*D Giuus:—You will observe that 


we have changed our position somewhat. 
On Tuesday last wo received orders to 
strike tents at 3 o'clock next morning and 
start. Wo knew not whether we were go- 
ing to Washington or Harper's Ferry, and 
I reckon from the sequel that no ono else 
knew. But to our trip. 
. We had our tents struck at the lime or- 
dered, but through tho negligence or mis- 
management of the officers of the railroad 
company, we were compelled to stand, sit 
or lie beneath a sweltering sun until 3 o'- 
clock, P. M., at which time, through tho ef- 
forts of our officers, wo got started—most 
of tho regiment being in open card. We 
ran about forty miles and stopped; we kept 
stoppiug until o o'clock the next morning. 
During thp night those in the open cars re 
ceived a bountiful supply of fresh water iu 
the shape of rain, it having rained most of 
the time, making it particularly interesting. 
We got started again, and kept along at 
easy stages. As soon as we crossed tho 
line between Ponnsylvunio and Maryland, 
wo found at every bridge on the road, 
squada of the 4th Wisconsin regiment sta- 
tioned to protect tho bridges. 
The cheer- 


ing done by tho Badgers would have done 
you good to have heard. 
• "* 


Wu finally arrived at lioltimore at half- 


past 9, A. M., formed the regiment, one- 
half of the Zouaves on the right and the 
other half on tho left, (that being.the only 
company having arms,) and marched across 
the city to the Camdeu depot, * distance of 


about one and a half miles. 
We were j 


somewhat disappointed in onr march, for 
who would have expected that a regiment 
of federal soldiers, without arms, could pass 
through Baltimore without a fight, or at 
ieaat receiving insults ? We did, however. 
We waited at the depot until 6 P. M., ex- 
pecting orders from Washington to either 
proceed to that place or Harper's Ferry. 
At that time we got orders {but they we're 
from Gen. Dix,) to go into camp at this 
place. We re-formed onceunore and march- 
ed between three and four miles across the 
city, in the same order as in the morning, 
to the eamping ground. 
We got oar tents 


pitched about 10 o'clock. 


Wo had the pleasure of seeing a street 


fight with pistols; it occurred juat as our 
company were passing. The boya paid no 
attention to it. I have no doubt but that 
our success iu marching through the streets 
without getting into a fight was owing en- 
tirely to tho orderly conduct of our men. 


While at tho depot we were constantly 


furnished with ice water by Messrs. Robin- 
son, Graham & Jarboe. 
These gentleman 


have supplied over one hundred thousand 
aoldiera who have passed through this place 
going to the wara or returning, with water, 
the government having made no'provision 
whatever in that respect. Mr. Jarboe in- 
formed mo that tho Union and secession 
men here are about equally divided, and 
that they have received all manner of in- 
stills and threats. They hare also estab- 
lished a hospital for such soldiers as are ta- 
ken sick here and '''ft behind. 


I believe there are encamped in and 


around thia place, about 15,000 men. 
The 


city is under martial law, as you probably 
know, Qon. Dix being in command. There 
are two or three secession papers printed 
here—will send you some as soon as I get 
hold of them. 


We are placed under tho strictest rules 


here, being surrounded by the seceshera on 
all sides. Our camp is in the eighth ward, 
the worst in the city, the inhabitants being 
mostly secessionists. 


Thero are about twenty men in the hos 


pital, all but two of them being down with 
cholera morbus—or some other morbus. 
Having been poked with pastry since they 
started, they are now paying the penalty ol 
their foolishness. 


I am unable to say, with any certainty, 


what onr destination will be, but think from 
present appearances we shall summer here. 
I hope, at least, that we shall get our arms 
before we are moved again, as it dangerou: 
to run around loose, as we are doing, with 
out something to protect ourselves with. 
Major Larrabee is in Washington attend 
ing to the matter, and we aro in hopes ol 
being placed in a position to do a little for 
our country. 


Supper la ready, and I must slop for this 


time.

DEAU GA^KTTK :—We left flarrisburg on 


tho afternoon of the 31st ult., a»d were soon 
under way for Baltimore by way of the N 
C. R. 11. 
We were to have departed by five 


in the morning, but as a lucimitUivu was of 
tho track between Llarrisburgand this place 
we had to wait until that could be cleared 
away. 
We rode in freight cars, some ol 


which were platform and others box cars 
The platform cars had planked sides about 
fifteen inches high, and plank scats nailed 
across them. The box cars had holes 
in their sides aud cuda for windows, and 
had plank seats. Wu were put In, or ruther 
on the open ears, and thus Lad plenty o: 
air, hot uiinshinc, coal cinders and smoke 
and n good view of the country. Wo went 
that day as far as York, where we slept on 
the cars all night: and although it rained 
hard, we slept very well. Early in tho 
morning we went on, and soon were in this 
slumbering secession volcano. All along 
the road until we arrived here, we were well 
received by tho people : as we went through 
villages, cheer after cheer of the people 
shook the air, and blessings, apples and bo- 
quets were showered upon us without stint. 
The greatest display we met with was at 
the Union Cotton ilills, near thia city.— 
There are about BOO girls employed there, 
and the whole front of the mills wag deco- 
rated with Union flags, and sweet, smiling 
faces greeted UH from every window and 
doorway. Perhaps we did not cheer them, 
but I think we did ; at any rate, I tried niy 
lungs to the best of rny ability. When we 
arrived here we were not allowed to cheer 
at all, and all the return we could make for 
the flags waved over us, was the military 
smilo and salute. As we passed along sev- 
eral streets, we wero well received, and the 
exclamation, "That's a good, hardy looking 
set of men," was heard in many places, and 
eager Union men ran to ask where we were 
from. In aome places I heard the sneer ol 
the rebels as we filed past their houses, and 
the cry, " See the foes of America," was 
heard where there wero no police around. 


We arrived here about 10 A. M., and ex 


pected to leave in about two hours for Wash 
ington or Harper's Ferry, but for some rea> 
•son, I know not what, we did not go : and 
after waiting until sundown, we received 
orders to fall in and march out to camp.— 
We had to inarch through the blackest por- 
tiou of the city on our way here, and for 
more than one mile of our way, we did not 
see a Union flag ; and as we came past one 
house, a Union man and a rebel got into a 
quarrel about us, and one shot was fired, 
but no one hurt. The rebel called us all 
cowards and d—d sons of 
well, I will 


not tell what; but tho Union man told him 
not to use such talk (here, and pushed him 
off the sidewalk. The rebel raised bis pib- 
tol and fired, but no one could return it, as 
wo wero too near for it. 
As we marched 


paet tho Washington monument, waall rev- 
erently raised our caps, and the band play 
cd a slow step. 


The new police are very active, aud any 


attempt to raise a row, on the part of any 
one, is promptly stopped. The old police 
are to be seen around wilh heads down 
aud looking like the breaking up of a hard 
winter. Until yesterday the police hav« al- 
lowed no one in the depot hot soldiers when 
a train of them came in, and thus all haa 
been kept quiet. A few of thow who wer« 


known were allowed in yesterday^ and 
among them I saw a young man by toe 
name of Sparawk, wtom I used to know 
in Janesville. '. ^e tells me that secession 
aas killed the business of the city, except 
that of the flour an3 cotton mills. He says 
the rebels here are the aristocracy and the 
low, drunken Iriab, and the Unionists are 
the working men who are in comfortable 
circumstances. 


When we crossed the state Hue we found 


five companies of the 4th Wisconsin guard- 
ing the railroad from there to this place. 
We passed over two bridges which had been 
destroyed by the rebels and rebuilt by the 
government. Capt. Lagrange, of the Rip- 
on Rifles, waa well situated, having the 
guard of a long piece of the road. 
v ' 


The boya are nearly all well, and those 


sick are not dangerous, but nre sick wilh 
the measles or are tired out. 
We Jeft four 


sick at Harrisburg, among whom are Plait, 
Johnson, Warner, and one or two others. 


All that keeps this place quiet is the fact 


that the whole town could be laid flat by 
Fort McIIenry in a few hours and the troops 
situated near here. The commanding offi- 
cer here will not allow any negroes in tliB 
camp to remain there, except those who 
are servants of the officers, 
Capt. Wheeler 


has one "contraband*' who glorifies under 
the appellation of Geo. Washington. 


The place where wo are encamped is a 


high hill, dry and airy, and WQ have plenty 
of wood, good water, and good clean food, 
and men can live B.n&Jirjht, too, upon sach 
fare as that. Sergeant Mills says he is the 
happiest man in the wholo camp, and I be- 
lieve him. Sergeant CntUs is u fat and jol- 
ly as ever, and no one can be lonely where 
his jolly, broad facu is to be seen. 


Tho daughter of the regiment, Miss Wil- 


son, i.s with us tending on the f>ick, and 
those who have been sick say her visits to 
those on tho sick list are not few or far be- 
tween. 


I nearly forgot to tell you that the papers 


speak of us as one of the best regiments 
which has been through here, and they say 
the lust troops are all the best. 


As I sit and write by the side of compa- 


ny E'H camp cheat, I sec a balloon ascend- 
ing from Fort McIIenry for tho purpose of 
seeing what is to be seen. 


I have omitted to tell you that the farm 


where we are is owned by ono McKeirn, a 
rank secessionist, who has left for parts 
better suited to his feelings. 
The field of- 


ficers arc in possession of his house, which 
is very large ; the hospital is there, also. 
We are not allowed to use any food brought 
to us by those around us, as they tried to 
poison one regiment which has been here. 


I must closp, us I have to get dinner; 


and if thia letter latka systematic arrange 
tuent, you must not be surprised, as I have 
been left in the orderly's tent to answer the 
thousand nnd one questions asked by every 
one. Braithwnite was left by accident at 
Little York night before last, but I think 
ho will come up with tho Gth regiment.

received your-letter in due time,'ahd having 
a little- spare time, I thought j would an- 
swer it. We are'all pretty;well, nothing to 
boast of, but hope yon are all sound, wind 
.and limb. Henry, we have nad- some pret- 
ty hard fighting since .we left Janesville. 
The boys as a. general thing .did well; if 
the officers had ,don>, as'well as the men, we 
could have told a different story. It was 
pretty tough to see horses and riders, artil- 
lery and iufantry, Ji.terally mown down like 
grass. Aftej the first fire, I'thought oi 
nothing but going in on my nerve; buf'I 
will leave the boys to decide that. l a m 
satisfied that I got both principal and inter- 
est on that old sccesTi debt of mine, and bal- 
anced accounts-on the old plan, of tare and 
tret. I could compare the battle to nothing 
but one continual storm of hail. Whereve: 
you would cast your eye, you could see the 
mutilated body of. a soldier.. The Zouaves 
would cut and carve as unconcerned as il 
they were at a Thanksgiving dinner. In a 
charge, one. of the. Zouaves stuck his bayo- 
net into the body of a secesher nearly split 
ting him in two. I merely speak of this as 
showing the style of these red-cap gents. 
The enemy have a little antipathy against 
them for some reason or other, which is bet- 
ter known among themselves : however, 
they always meet with a.warm reception. 
The Zouaves are the most efficient troops 
the United States can boast of,- This, any 
friends of the Janesville Fire Zouaves, you 
may think'is touching your case. I mean 
it shall, for I know .there are just' as good 
men iu Janesville as ever came from New 
York ; all you want is a little warming up. 
Aside from the boys, the Janesville folks 
are my best hold, as Brother Blood says. 


This is hardly the place to be collected., 


as one moment there will be rations wanted, 
guard to mount, soap to get for one. of the 
boys, who, after wealing his shirt six weeks, 
is'foolish enough to.think it would do it 
good to get a soaking. I just had to drop 
my pencil to go and see a fight between a 
couple of Co. I's boys. 
They finally agreed 


to call it a draw game, take dinner, and go 
in again after dinner; 
Another fuss just 


now : a pot of bran soup upset; nobody did 
it—at least, they all say so,—and so it goes 
from morning till night. My friends, pencil 
cannot portray the beauties of camp life, 
am sitting by the side of a boy who report- 
ed himself sick this morning. You ought 
to see his operative machanery masticate 
rations, which are preferable .to castor oil 
and jalap. 


I almost forgot to give you Lieut. Me 


Lean's compliments. 
He came off a hard 


guard this morning. The enemy are sneak 
ing around ; sentinels are being picked off 
pretty fast, so that we cannot tell at night 
who will draw our rations in the morning. 
You ought to see an alarm in camp—say 
about midnight. 
"Such a getting up stairs 


you never did see." ' We live in a constant 
state of excitement, which serves to drive 
away the bluea. 
We often look down on 


the capital and its inhabitants, and think 
they cau have no sport shut up in the city, 
while we are allowed the privilege, if you 
can call it so, of walking almost any place 
within half a mile of camp. 
We would like 


to go over to Washington and speak a word 
of consolation to the citizens, but that has 
played out. None but the good Lord and 
General Scott know where we will be sent 
next. I think we will stay here for a short 
lime to recruit. 
'• • ' 


The Janesville mail has just arrived.— 


Pvight there over that dry-goods box you will 
see the boys pulling and hauling to get their 
letters. We just happened to have a show- 
er of rain ; thought I would look around to 
see if I could hear any news ; missed a man 
in the rain storm ; thought I would, look 
over the quartermaster's old quarters to see 
if! could find him ; saw a couple of barrels 
move a little ; could not see any persons 
uear ; then gave the barrels a smart kick, 
and out rolls the lost boy. I marched him 
up to the tent called the Toombs,- and left 
him to meditate on the next improvement. 
I write five minutes, fhen have to jump up 
and run for something, and so it goes. 
I 


had to swear just now: one of the boys tip- 
ped over my boards which I was writing ou. 
I called him a 
fool. He appeared to 


be satisfied, and walked.on, so there was no 
chance for an argument. 
My compliments 


to John, my son, also the rest of my family. 
Write soon, and give me all the particulars, 
as a latter from Jauesville is received with 
much pleasure.

FRIEND GIBUS :—You will observe that 


we have changed our position somewhat. 
On Tuesday last we received . orders to 
strike tents at 3 o'clock next morning and 
start. 
We knew not whether we,.were go- 


ing to Washington or' Harper,'* Ferry, and 
I reckon from the sequel that no ob;e else 
knew. 
But to our trip. 
' 
; 


We had our tents struck at the time or- 


dered, but through the negligence or mis- 
management of the officers of the' railroad 
company, we were compelled to stand, sit 
or lie beneath a sweltering sun until 8 o'- 
clock, P. M., at which time, through the ef- 
forts .of our officers, we got started—most 
of the regiment being, in:.open cars. 
We 


ran about forty miles and stopped ; we kept 
stopping, tmtil 5 o'clock the next morning. 
During the night those in the opea cars re- 
ceived a-bountiful supply of fresh water in 
the shape.of rain, it haviug-rained most of 
the time, making it particularly interesting. 
We got started again, and kept along at 
easy stages. As soon as we crossed the 
line between Pennsylvania and Maryland, 
we found at eyery bridge /on the road, 
squads of. the 4th Wisconsin regiment sta- 
tioned to protect the bridges. The ^cheer- 
ing done by the Badgers would have done 
you good to have heard.. . ;'. \. : 


We finally arrived at Baltimore at 'half- 


past 9, A. M,, formed the- regiment, one- 
half of the Zouaves on the. right, and the 
other half on tho left, (that being ,'tHe 'only 
company having arms,), and marchgd acrpss 
the city to the Camdea. depot; ft;distanoe of 


about one and: a half miles. 
We ~wefe 


somewhat disappointed in oar march, for 
who would. have expected that a regiment 
of federal soldiers, without arms, could pass 
th'ro'ugh Baltimore without a fight, or at 
least receiving insults ?. We did, however. 
We. waitectat the'depot until .6 P. M., 'ex 
peeling orders from Washington to either 
proceed to that place or Harper's F.eny, 
At that time we'got orders (but they 'we're 
from (Jen. Dix,) to go into camp at this 
place; We re-formed oncejnore and march 
ed .between three and four miles across the 
city, in the same order as in the morning 
to the eamping ground. 
We got our tents 


pitched about 10. o'clock. •.••• 
. . ' . : ' ' 


We had the pleasure of seeing a "street 


fight with pistols ; it .occurred just as our 
company were passing. The boys paid no 
attention to it. I have no doubt but tha' 
pur success in.. marcliing through the streets 
without getting into a. fight was owing en 
tirely to the orderly conduct of our men. 


.While at the depot we were constantly 


furnished with ice water by Messrs. Robin- 
son, Graham & Jarboe. These gentleman 
have supplied over one hundred thousand 
soldiers who have passed through this place 
going to the wars or returning, with water 
the government having made no'provision 
whatever in that respect. Mr. Jarboe in 
formed me that the Union and secession 
men here are about equally divided, anc 
that they have received all manner 'Of in- 
sults and threats. They have also estab- 
lished a hospital for such soldiers as are ta 
ken sick here and 'ift behind. 


I believe there are encamped in anc 


around this place, about 15,000 men. 
The 


city is under martial law, as you probably 
'know, Gen. Dix being in command. There 
are two or three secession papers printed 
here — will Bend you some as soon as I get 
hold of them. 


We are placed under the strictest rules 


here, being surrounded by the seceshers;on 
all sides. 
Our camp is in the eighth ward 


the worst in the city, the inhabitants being 
mostly secessionists. 


There are about twenty men iu the hos 


pital, all but two of them being down with 
cholera morbns — or some other morbus 
Having been poked with pastry since they 
started, they are now paying the penalty o 
their foolishness. 


I am unable to say, with any certainty 


what our destination will be, but think from 
present appearances we shall summer here 
I hope, at least, that we shall get our arms 
before we are moved again, as it dangerous 
to run around loose, as we are doing, with 
out something to protect ourselves witb 
Major Larrabee is in Washington attend- 
ing to the matter, and we are in hopes o: 
being placed in a position to do a little for 
our country. 


Supper is ready, and I must stop for this 


time.

C/UIP OOUB, Baltimore, August 2d, 1831. 


DEAR GABETTE :— ;We left Harrisburg on 


the afternoon of the 3 1st ult., and were soon 
under way for Baltimore by way of the N 
C. R. R. 
We were to have departed by five 


jn the morning, but as a locomative was o£ 
the track between Harrisburg and this place 
we had to wait until that could be cleared 
away. 
We rode in freight cars, some ol 


which were platform and others boxcars, 
The platform cars had planked sides about 
fifteen inches high, and plank seats nailec 
across them. The box: cars had holes cut 
in their sides and ends for windows, .and 
had plank seats. We were put in, or rather 
on the open cars, and. thus had plenty 01 
air, hot sunshine, coal cinders and smoke, 
and a good view of the country. We wen( 
that day as far as York, where we slept on 
the cars all night :. and although it rained 
hard, we slept very well. Early in the 
morning we went .on, and soon were in this 
slumbering secession volcano. All along 
the road until we arrived here, we were well 
received by the people : as we went through 
villages, cheer after cheer of the people 
shook the air, and blessings, apples and bo- 
quets were showered upon us without stint. 
The greatest display we met with was .at 
the Union Cotton Mills, near this city. _ 
There are about 800 girls employed there, 
and the whole front of the mills was deco- 
rated with Union flags, and sweet, smiling 
faces greeted us from every window and 
doorway. Perhaps we did not cheer them, 
but I think we did ; at any rate, I tried my 
lungs to the best of my ability. When we 
arrived here we were not allowed to cheer 
at all, and all the return we could make for 
the flags waved over us, was the military 
smile and salute.' As we passed along sev- 
eral streets, we were well received, and the 
ixclamation, "That's a good, hardy looking 
set of men," was heard in many places, and 
eager Union, men ran to ask where we were 
rom. In some places I heard the sneer of 
the rebels as we filed past their houses, and 
the cry, ."See the foes of America," was 
leard where there were no police around. 


We-'arrived here 'about 10 A. M., and, ex- 


iected to leave in about two hours for Wash- 
ngton or Harper's Ferry, but for some rea- 
son, I know not .what, we • did not go : and 
after waiting until Sundown, we received 
orders to fall in and march out to camp.- — 
We had to march through the blackest por- 
tion of the city on our way here, and for 
more than one mile of our way, we did not 
see a Union flag ; and as we came past one 
louse, a Union man . arid a rebel got into a 
quarrel about -us, and one shot was fired, 
but no one hurt. The rebel called us all 
cowards, and d— d sons of - well, I will 
not tell what; .but the Union man told him 
not to use. such talk there,, and pushed him 
off the sidewalk. 
The rebel raised his pis- 


tol and fired, but no one could return it, as 
we were too', near, for it. 
As we marched 


3ast the Washington 'monument, we all rev- 
erently "raised our .caps,1 and the band play- 
ed a slow step. 


, The .new police?are very active, and any 
attempt to r'aise a row, on the part of any 
one, is promptly stopped. 
The old police 


are to be seen around with heads down 


looking like the breaking up of a hard 


vinter. Until yesterday the police have al- 
owed no one;in the depot but soldiers when 
a train of them came in, and thus all has 
been kept quiet. A few of thot« who' were 


Known were . allowed in 
among them I saw a younjf 
name of Sparawfc,' whom-1- used fto know 
in Janesville. ^e.tells me that secession 
'has'tilled the fo'siness of the city, except 
that of fne flou¥ an¥'cb£ton'milts"." He says 
the rebels here-are the aristocracy and: tie 
low, drunken Irish, and IheinnionistSrare 
the working, men who are in comfortable 
circumstances. 


When we crossed the state line we forme 


five companies of the 4th Wisconsin guard 
ing the railroad from there to this place 
We passed over two bridges which had been 
destroyed by the-rebels and rebuilt by the 
government, Capt Lagrange, of the Rip- 
on Rifles, was well- situated, having the 
guard' of a long "-piece Of the'Toad. 
^ *"' 


The boys ere nearly all well, and those 


sick are not dangerous, but are sick with 
the measles- or are tired out. 
We left four 


sick at Harrisburg, among whom are Platt 
Johnson, Warner, and one or two others. 


All that keeps this place jjuiet is the.fact 


that the whole town coiild -be ^aid ;fla« by 
Fort McHenry in a few hours and the troops 
situated near here. The commanding -offi 
cer here will not allow any negroes in the 
camp to ,remain there, except those who 
are servants of the officers. 
Capfc. Wheeler 


has one " contraband'1 who'glorifies •un'dei 
the'appellation of Q-eo. Washington. 


The place where we are encamped is a 


high hill, dry and airy, and we have plenty 
of wood, good water, and good clean food 
and men can live and fight, too, upon such 
fare as that. Sergeant Mills says he is the 
happiest man in the whole camp, and I be- 
lieve him. 
Sergeant Cults -is a fat and jol 


ly as ever, and no one can be lonely where 
his jolly, broad face is to he seen. 


The daughter of-the regiment, Miss Wil 


son, is with us tending on the sick, and 
those who have been sick say her visits to 
those on the sick list are not few or far be; 
tween. 


I nearly forgot to tell you that the papers 


speak of us as one of .the best; regiments 
which has been through here, and they say 
the last troops are all the best. 


As I sit and write by the side of. compa 


ny E's camp chest, I.see a balloon ascend, 
ing from Fort McHenry -for the purpose o 
seeing what is to be seen. 


I have omitted to tell, you that the i farm 


where we are is owned by ono McKeim, a 
rank secessianist, who has left for parts 
better suited to his feelings. 
The field of 


ficers are iu possession of his honse, whict 
is very large ; the: hospital is there, also 
We are not allowed to use any food bronghl 
to us by those around us, as they tried to 
poison one reginiettt which has been 'tere

Skirmish at Dug Spring. 


We have been fearful that Gen. Lyon was 


in danger as his forces it Springfield, Mis- 
souri, tave been reduce.-.! by the'departure 
of three months' troops, to less than 8,000 
men, while McCulIoch commands a seces- 
sion force of 20,000 in his immediate vicin- 
ty. Bat the skirmish which took place last 
Friday, wherein 270 federal troops charged 
throngh a body of rebels from 2,000 to 4,- 
000 strong, killing 40 and wounding as 
many more, and putting the rebels to flight, 
reassures as. Although the odds are great- 
iy against Lyon, we confidently expect to 
hear'that he has beaten -and'dispersed the 
enemy before this time. 


Union Victory In Kentucky. 


At the election held in Kentncky on Mon- 


day last, for members of the legislature, the 
Union party succeeded by overwhelming 
majorities. 
The popular majority is fifty 


or sixty thousand, while there are probably 
not more than a dozen secessionists elected 
in the whole state. This result is glorious. 
Now let Kentucky repudiate the cowardly 
policy of neutrality, and take her stand 
with her noble son, Joseph Holt, in favor 
of making war upon the traitors who are 
endeavoring to destroy their country. 


The Confiscation Bill. 


This bill, introduced into the senate by 


Mr. Trumbnll, became a law. It provides 
for confiscating all moveable effects taken 
from armed men resisting the government, 
or aiding and abetting its enemies. It was 
amended, on motion of Mr. Bingham, so 
that whenever, during the present insurrec- 
tion, any person held to service or labor 
shall be employed in the military or naval 
service, the person to whom such service or 
labor is due shall forfeit his claim to the 
same. This may do some good, but'tt-falls 
far short of the exigencies of the occasion. 
Tie-slaves of all traitors should be declared 
free, whether employed in the military ser- 
vice of the rebels or not. 
There is, howev- 


er, a higher law than all this—the laj^of 
military necessity, which no commander 
has a right to disobey when his army is in 
danger, and which may be called into ac- 
tion before the rebellion is crushed. 


South-East Missouri. 


The retjion of country, back of Bird's 


Point, and between New Madrid and Cape 
Girardeau, in Missouri, has suddenly bar 
come important by reason of the move1- 
merits of the rebel General Pillow. It may 
be interesting to know the distances in that 
region, as we are likely to hear of a con- 
test there before many days, between the 
contending forces. 


The Mississippi river makes a consider- 


able bend just above Bird's Point, towards 
the east and does not entirely regain its 
southern course until it reaches-New Mad- 
rid, so that Bird's Point is an ox-bow of 
the river. The distance across the bow, or 
peninsula, is forty miles, while around by 
the river it is seventy mile. A railroad 
west, cuts off the upper part of this penin- 
sula, runs back to BufSngton, thirty-seven 
miles, and there terminates. A secession 
foice of some 3,000 under Jeff Thompson, 
ha* taken possession of Sykestown, twenty- 
six miles from Bird's Point, and burnt the 
bridges on the railroad for eight or ten 
miles further towards Bird's Point. It will 
be noticed that the first thing a secession 
army does is to burn railroad bridges where: 
ever it can get at them, and when the Uni- 
on army comes along they rebuild; that is 
one of the differences between them. 


Sykesrille, which is tee nearest point the 


secessionists have approached Bird's Point 
in any force, is in the midst of a rich and 
well cultivated country, called West .Prai- 
rie, and is occupied by wealthy planters, 
who are large slaveholders, and sympathise 
with the rebels. Jeff Thompson is there- 
fore at home. He had advanced his forces, 
at the latest dates, ten miles north of the 
railroad, towards Cape Girardeau. This 
latter place is thirty miles above .Bird's 
Point, on the Mississippi river, so that the 
enemy may either attack that place or 
Bird's Point as he chooses; but the proba- 
bility is-that he means to attack Cape Gi- 
rardeau. The federal troops there amount 
to about five thousand, with a battery of 
six pieces of artillery. 


SECRETABT OF WAK.—It has been rnmor- 


edthat Hon. Joseph Holt, of Ky., was ap- 
pointed secretary of war in place of Cam- 
eron. There is probably a mistake about 
this, as the statement has not been confirm- 
ed. Should there be a vacancy the people 
would be highly gratified at such an ap- 
pointment.

connected with the election in Kentucky is 
the defett of the degenerate son of Henry 
Clay, for the legislature, in Fayette county. 
He is a secessionist of the BrecHnridge 
Btamp, " sugar-coated" with the neutrality 
dodge.

A Rebel Account. 


As INCIDENT.—A correspondent of the 


Richmond Despatch, in giving a report of 
the last battle at Bull's Run, says : 


"Shortly afterwards, Generals Beaure- 


gard, Johnston, and Bonham, accompanied 
by their%ids, came galloping up the hill, 
and dismounted on the summit. Jnst at 
this time, ly the aid of our glass, we could 
see their guns brought to bear on the hill 
where we stood, for in a few moments the 
smoke was discovered issuing from their 
batteries of rifled cannon, and before scarce- 
ly a word could be said, the peculiar whiz 
and hissing of the balls notified us that 
their aim had been well taken. 
Several 


balls fell in a field immediately behind us, 
and not a hundred yards from the spot 
where the generals stood. An officer of 
General Beauregard's staff requested us to 
4eave the hill, and as we, moved away, a 
shell burst not twenty feet off. The enemy 
no doubt discovered the horses of the gen- 
erals, and thought it a good opportunity to 
display their markmanghip, and credit is 
due to them for.the accuracy of their aim." 


This correspondent gives some of the par- 


ticulars of the battle, which as they relate to 
the rebels themselves, are not probably 
overdraws. Of the attack he says: 


" They pressed our left flank for several 


hours with terrible effect, but our men flinch- 
ed not til their number had been so dimin- 
ished by the well aimed and steady volleys 
that they were compelled to give way for 
new regiments, The 7th and 8th Georgia 
regiments, commanded by the gallant and 
lamented Bartow, are said to have suffered 
heavily during the early part of'the battle. 


Between 2 and 3 o'clock large numbers 


of men were leaving the field, some of them 
wounded, "others exhausted by the long 
struggle, who gave the most gloomy reports; 
but as the fire on both sides continued stead- 
ily, we felt sure that our brave southerners 
had not been conquered by the overwhelm- 
ing hordes of the north. It is, however, due 
to truth to say that tie result at this hour 
hung trembling in the balance. We had 
lost numbers of ourmost distinguished offi- 
cers. Generals Bartow and Bee had 
stricken down ; Lieut. Col. Johnsoj 
the iiampton Legion, had been ki 
Hampton had been wounded. 


Your correspondent heard Gen. 


ton exclaim to Gen. Cocke, just at the crit- 
ical moment—"Oh, for four regiments!" 
His wish was answered, for in the distance 
our reinforcements appeared. 


The tide of the battle turned in our favor 


by the arrival of Gen. Kirby Smith, from 
Winchester, with four thousand men of Gen. 
Johnston's division. 


Gen. Smith heard, while on the Manas- 


sas railroad cars, the roar of battle. He 
stopped the train and hurried his troops 
across the fields to the point just where he 
was most needed. They were at first sup- 
posed to be the enemy, their arrival at that 
point of the field being entirely unexpec- 
ted. 


I shonld remark that it had been General 


Beanregard's purpose to make the attack, 
instead of waiting to receive it; but from 
some cause unknown to me, he preferred at 
last to let the enemy take the initiative; 
perhaps for the reason that Gen. Johnston's 
division bad been detained on the railroad. 


There are other statements in this letter 


in relation to the loss of the federal troops, 
the number engaged in the battle, the 
amount of material captured, &c., which 
we know are greatly exaggerated, but there 
is one fact plainly indicated, and indeed ad- 
mitted, that before the heavy reinforcements 
of the enemy came up, the day was ours— 
& confirmation of what all our soldiers have 
said, aud valuable because it is the admis- 
sion of an opponent. The charge that our 
men assumed any disguises or fought un- 
der any than their own regimental Sags, is 
wholly untrue. 


From the Washington Republican. 


The Wisconsin Second at Bull'! 
Run. 


Owing to a variety of causes, some of 


the regiments engaged in the battle of the 
21st of July have failed to receive so favor- 
able a notice'as they deserve. 


Among such might be mentioned the 


second regiment of Wisconsin. This regi- 
ment was in the advance of Col. Sherman's 
brigade during the engagement of the 18th 
and is highly complimented by that officer 
for their coolness in their first exposure to 
the enemy's batteries. 
In the battle of 


Sunday, the 21st, they were attached to the 
same brigade, with the thirteenth, sixty- 
-ninth and seventy-ninth of New York. 


Up to ten o'clock, A. M., this regiment 


served as supporters of Gen. Sherman's 
battery, when they bad orders to cross the 
stream, leaviug the battery behind them. 
Marching up the steep hill in the double 
quick, they were soon formed at the top in 
battle order. In a few moments the order 
came to charge upon the rebel's batteries, 
which were directly in front, across the val- 
ley. Here the " Badger boys " made a gal- 
lant charge down the declivity and up the 
opposite side, pouring volleys of musket 
shot into the enemy's ranks. In this en- 
gagement, where they were exposed an 
hour and a half to the double fires of the 
enemy's artillery and infantry, they lost 
some thirty killed and sixty wounded. The 
Fire Zouaves, who occupied a position dur- 
ing the engagement directly to the right, 
were often heard to say that the " Wiscon- 
sin boys fight bravely;" " they are the boys 
for us," &c. After the order had been giv- 
en to retreat, and the regiment had recross- 
ed Bull Run, the cavalry made an attempt 
to capture their regimental colors, but a 
sudden charge upon the cavalry emptied 
eleven or twelve of their saddles, and scat- 
tered the rest in confusion. At Centreville 
they halted and reformed, when one of the 
corporals in Capt. Allen's company rode up 
a fine horse that he had captured, and dis- 
mounted, telling the captain to take his 
horse, that he would rather go back and be 
shot than to make the retreat. And such 
was the feeling of a large portion of the 
regiment. They did not think themselves 
whipped, and nothing but positive orders 
from headquarters compelled them to leave 
Centerville. At Fairfax they stopped two 
hours, when the men were ordered to lie 
down and sleep till they should receive or- 
ders to march. Dr. Salter, correspondent 
of the New York Times, accompanied the 
regiment from Centerville to Fairfax, and 
took supper at the latter place with some of 
the officers. 


The regiment was one of the last to leave 


the field, being preceded all the way by the 
sixty-ninth. 
They returned to camp in 


good orderj; occupying their old ground on 
Arlington Heights, without the loss of any 
provisions or blankets, and with but a very 
small loss of arms. The men are reported 
to be doing well, anymore eager for a fray 
than before, and will go into the battle 
again with more coolness, but no more 
courage. 


GEK. PILLOW'S CHAIN-CABLE.—Previous 


to Gen. Pillow being superceded by Bishop 
Polk, he went to New Orleans and procured 
a huge chain-cable, costing him $25,000, 
and brought it to Memphis to blockade the 
river, by stretching it over and resting it 
upon buoys I The cable, carriage and work 
cost about $30,000. The first big tide that 
came, bringing down the usual amount of 
trees, logs aniWrift wood, swept his cable 
and its supporters, as any flat boat captain 
would have inrcrmed the authorities would 
certainly be the case.—Knoxville Whig.

ment has received advices of the most en- 
couraging character in relation to the na- 
tional loan. 


There is no doubt but that the loan will 


all be taken up. 


The nominations for brigadier generals 


have all beea -confirmed by the senate. 


It is understood that the rebeles continue 


to receive supplies of arms from Mary- 
land. 


A day or two since a wagon broke down 


near Millersville, Maryland, about midway 
between Annapolis aud the Junction, and 
on examination was found to contain arms. 


The inabitants permitted it to proceed 


as soon as it had been repaired. 


Every road leading to southern Maryland 


is now closed. 


Prince Napoleon accompanied by Secre- 


tary Seward and the French Minister, have 
gone to Mount Vernon on a government 
steamer. 


BALTIMORE, July S.

They 
were released by order of the Spanish gov- 
ernment, and sailed under convoy of the U. 
S. steamer Crusader as far as Cape Anto- 
nio. 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 6. 


The navy department is in receipt of a 


letter from commodore Goldsboro of the U. 
S. steamer Union, dated Hampton Roads 
yesterday, in which he says the brig ashore 
near Cape Hatteras, about which there was 
so much speculation, proved to be the brig 
Martin of Boston, which had been in pos- 
session of the rebels. 


Gen. Butler has returned to Fortress 


Monroe, and it is now stated that no imme- 
diate change will be made in the command 
of that post, except that it is expected that 
Gen. Butler will retire before another ad- 
vance movement. 


It appears by official advices from the 


Gulf squadron that on the 4th of July the 
U. S. steamer South Carolina captured six 
schooners, one on the 5th, and run on shore 
on the 6th one, on the 7th one, making in 
all ten said to have been captured or de- 
stroyed. 


On the 5th of July, off Starks, Florida, 


the Mohawk captured the sloop George B. 
Sloat, attempting to run the blockade. 


There were aa passengers on board, the 


wife, three children and servants of Adjt. 
General Holland of Florida. Mrs. Holland 
claimed the-seoession flag as private prop- 
erty and secured it to her person so that the 
captain could not obtain it without using 
violence to a lady who was in a " delicate 
situation," so he desisted from taking the 
priz.e.

Vernon, to-day, in one of the Potomac 
steamers, for the benefit of Prince Napol- 
eon, who is accompanied by Secretary Sew- 
ard and a large party. A detachment of 
onr troops are stationed nearest to the old 
Mansion, on the Virginia side, but there is 
a rebel force not far distant, and it is feared 
lest the party may be in danger from rebel 
pickets. It is not as safe now, as formerly, 
to visit the resting place of Washington. 


Of the brigadier generals confirmed by 


the senate only Generals Anderson and 
Rosencranz are placed in the regular army 
list, the others being for the volunteer ser- 
vice. Those not hitherto named are Col. 
J. Wolcott Phelps of the Vermont 1st; A. 
S. Williams and Israel P. Richardson of 
Michigan, and Gov. Sprague and Col. Burn- 
sides of Rhode Island. 
Gen. McClelland 


of Illinois has earned his honors this ses- 
sion. 


A trustworthy fugitive from Memphis de- 


scribes the whipping of several men .and 
one woman—a school, teacher—for a very 
little free speech. 


There is wonder in diplomatic circles at 


the omission of all the Ambassabors, save 
Lord Lyons, from the dinner to Prince Na- 
poleon. Special indignation is felt that the 
Italian Minister was excluded. 


Prince Napoleon was gone all day to 


Mount Vernou and returned safely this eve- 
niug. The party saw no rebel soldiers.— 
The prince declined the offer of an armed 
steamer with a flag of truce. The party 
returned much delighted with the trip. 


SPRINGFIELD, Mo., Aug. 2. 


A battle occurred to-day at Dug Spring, 


19 miles south of this place, between the 
federal forces under General Lyon, and the 
rebel troops under Ben. McCullocb,in which 
8 of the former were killed and 30 wounded, 
and 40 of the latter killed aud 40 wounded. 
Gen. Lyon took 80 stand of arms and 15 
horses and wagons. Two hundred and sev- 
enty U. S. cavalry made a charge upon a 
body of rebel infantry, said to have been 
4,000, cut their way through them, and re- 
turned with a loss of five men. The charge 
was most gallant and terrible, several of 
the rebels being found with the heads clov- 
en entirely through. The enemy retired 
during the night, and Gen. Lyon took pos- 
session of the field. Another battle was 
momentarily expected, the enemy being in 
large force west of Springfield. Particulars 
as soon as possible. 


PITTSBT/RO, Aug. 4. 


Colonel Black's regiment, nine hundred 


strong, left last evening for Harrisburg, 
where they will be armed. There is a great 
military enthusiasm here. Twelve hundred 
troops from the west passed through this 
morning. Three hundred regulars from 
Dacotah left this afternoon for Washington 
in charge of Lieut. Day. The paymaster 
arrived to-day. The Pennsylvania 12th and 
13th will be paid Monday and mustered out 
Tuesday. 
Enlisting going on rapidly. 


Special despatch to the Chicago Tribune. 


CAIRO, Aug. 6—10 P. M. 


To-day has been characterized by two 


movements—a variation on the quiet pro- 
gramme for some weeks past—and both of 
these were by the Chicago troops. These 
movements were sending Col. McArthur, 
with a battallion of the 12th regiment to re- 
inforce Col. Marsh at Cape Girardeau, and 
the removal of Capt Smith's company A, 
Chicago Light Artilery from Camp Smith 
to a new location within th« levte, near the 


Mississippi shore and adjacent to Col. Me- 
Arthnr's camp. 


Advices from Col. Marsh last evening rep- 


resent his position at" Cape'Girardeau im- 
mediately threatened by the near approach 
of a strong force of rebels under the com- 
mand of the lesser-Jeff, of Missouri, and 
asking for reinforcements. Col. McArthur 
received orders to hold ready four compa- 
nies of his 12th regiment, and to those-were 
added four pieces of artillery. 
These em- 


barked on the steamers latan and ".B," at 
7 a. m. The utmost enthusiasm prevailed 
among the new men, and very many of the 
discharged three months men, though paid 
off a day or two since, begged and obtain- 
ed permission to be of the party. The force 
was thus increased, as also by the addition 
of the two more companies, to about 800 
men. Forty-eight irounds of cartridges was 
served out to the men, and the steamers left 
amid great enthusiasm on board and on the 
levee.. There.was no mistaking: th« ardor 
of the boys to meet the enemy. There was 
not a particle of " flunk" visible among 
either officers or men ; although confronted 
by the fact that the rebels were in superior 
force, even after this reinforcement shonld 
arrive. 


The city has rang with rumors all day, 


giving all possible shades of the reported 
resultat Cape Girardean. But a gun steam- 
er arriving here in the middle of the after- 
noon, reported Col. McArthnr's arrival at 
the Cape and all quiet. A strong reinforce- 
ment of men, and a heavy field battery, was 
also sent down from the St. Louis arsenal, 
by Gen. Fremont, ai.d unless they should 
be needed, Col. McArthur's detachment will 
return and resume their camp here. 


Capt. Lattimer, of the seceded steamer 
" Cheney." has come back to-day, fully per- 
suaded that he and the Illinois Central rail- 
road, have that amount of investment in 
the Conthievercy. The Cheneyiiwas seized 
last week and lier return promised in four 
days. She is now at Memphis. 


The " reliable gentleman " still continues 


to arrive here from the south several times 
a day, with startling reports from below; 
but of one thing be assured—that what the 
officers here know they learn irom other 
and better sources, and do not notice their 
inibrmation with the public. 


Col. Cook's 7th Illinois regiment broke 


up their camp at Mound City this morning 
and have gone into camp here. 


The steamer Warsaw has been moved off 


the Ohio levee as a floating hospital, attach- 
ed to Dr. Sim's brigade hospital, and under 
charge of Assistant Surgeon Burke. A 
new brick building, well located and airy, 
will soon be occupied by Dr. Sim.

MORNING DESPATCHES. 


NEW YORK, Aug. 7. 


The Tribune's dispatches state that the 


nominations of the New York delegation 
for brigadiers were not acted upon by the 
President last night. 


Three companies of the 2d infantry, 237 


men, arrived from Fort Abercrombie, Da- 
cotah, via St. Paul, to which place they 
marched 300 miles. Many of them have 
been in service fifteen or twenty years. 


A second detachment of twelve rifled 


cannon have arrived. There is much more 
artillery here now than we had before the 
forward movement was made. 


Gov. Randall of Wisconsin has been 


confirmed as minister to Rome, and John P. 
Lovejoy of Iowa, brother of Owen Lovejoy, 
as consul to Callao. 


Sen. Harlan has a dispatch to-night from 


Iowa, stating that rebels, in strong force, 
have taken a small town near Keokuk. 


Brig. Gen. Rufus King of Wisconsin left 


Washington to-day to take command of the 
Wisconsin troops now in the department of 
Gen. Dix. 


The report of Gen. McDowell, giving an 


official narrative of the campaign of the 
Potomac, has been completed, but will not 
be published until the return of Secretary 
Cameron. 


WASHINGTON, Aug. G. 


World's Despatch.—An extensive alarm 


was caused across the Potomac during last 
night. 


A countryman came in and reported that 


the enemy was approaching in large num- 
bers. 


Immediate preparations were made to 


give them a warm reception. Troops were 
active and determinedjand the time in which 
they got in line ready for action was very 
brief. The alarm proved to be false. 


A prominent engineer connected with the 


New York Fire department has arrived here, 
and is endeavoring to make arrangements 
for the Fire Zouaves to remain in service 
for the time which they enlisted. 


A man named Miner was arrested oppo 


site Long Bridge to-day, with Beauregard's 
pass in his pocket. 


Since the strict rules about the publica- 


tion of army matters, the city it is said, has 
swarmed with spies. 


To-night, an officer who is known to be in 


the confederate army was arrested at the 
National hotel. 


Herald's Despatch.—News of the Union 


victory in Kentucky has arrived. There 
was the wildest enthusiasm here when it 
was announced in the house of representa- 
tives before its adjournment, by the ven- 
erable ex-Governor, Wickliffe, with the dec- 
laration that Kentucky was the first to be 
admitted into the Union after the adoption 
of the constitution, and would be the last 
to desert it. 


Thunders of applause from the floor and 


galleries which shook even the solid walls. 
It was an outburst of patriotic feelings. 


This great victory will be followed imme- 


diately by a special one not less magnifi 
cent. 


There is at this moment 10,000 organized 


men in Kentucky, only waiting the accom- 
plishment of this victory at the ballot-box 
to take the field and drive the rebel forces 
out of Kentucky and Tennessee. 


The Clay Legion is now ready to be mus 


tered into service, and men are burning with 
a desire to aid their union neighbors in Ten- 
nessee, to free themselves from the despo- 
tism of Davis and mobocracy. 


A gentleman who has recently been com 


pelled to leave Vienna, states that tbe reb 
els have 10,000 men at that point and Falls 
Church, and that they are meditating an 
attack on Alexandria. He says he has 
mingled freely among their troops and con- 
firms the statements that they had over 
100,000 men at Bull Run and Manassas on 
the 21st. The estimate made of their kill- 
ed in that engagement was 2,700, exclusive 
of wounded. 
They admitted that the 


slaughter on their side was double what it 
was on our;. It is reported that the wives 
of rebel soldiers state that their husbands 
are mining the road between Falls Church 
and Fairfax court house; and that they 
intend to connect the mines with small 
vials, filled with explosive materials; and 
that their mainjbatteries in the direction of 
Manassass Junction have not yet been dis- 
covered by onr troops. 


From another sonrce it is learned that 


ever since the occupation of Harper's Fer- 
ry by the rebels, a force of from 10,000 to 
12,000 men have been engaged at Rich- 
mond in the manufacture of rifled cannon 
and ordnance, of various calibre. They 
are said to have turned out an immense 
number of cannon. 


ST. Louis, Aug. 6. 


A report reached here that the enemy 


were advancing in 3 columns, with a force 
numbering 20,000 men. Gen. Lyon imme- 
diately set out to meet them with 2d and 3d 
Missouri regiments from here, and 4th and 
2d Kansas, and 1st Iowa regiments, with 2 


or 3 companies of regular cavalry from 
Camp McClellan, about 2 miles west of 
here. Lyon encamped that evening on 
Tyrrell Creek, and on Friday advanced to 
Dug Spring, about 19 milea southwest of 
Sprjngfield, when he obtained intelligence 
of the enemy. The fight took place be- 
tween 4 and 6 o'clock that P. M. A party 
of 270 of Lyon's cavalry met a party of the 
enemy, who as previously reported, were 
crossing a ridge of high land partially en- 
closed 011 the east by a valley, and when 
descending this came npon a large force of 
the enemy's infantry, variously estimated at 
from 2000 to 4000, and being unable to re- 
treat, they charged and cut their way throngh 
with tbe loss of 5. The Lieut, command- 
ing the cavalry was killed after killing 8 of 
the rebels. ; Meantime the enemy appeared 
in large numbers moving along the valley, 
but were put to flight by our artillery. Our 
infantry was hot engaged. The rebels re- 
treated southward to a place called McCnl- 
loch's store, on the Fayetteville road. The 
number of rebels found dead on field amount- 
ed to 40, and some 44 wounded were pick- 
ed up. Gen. Lyon is said to be strongly 
entrenched in close proximity to the enemy. 
Another battle was expected. 


It is said there is a body of some 5000 


men 30 miles west of us, who are coming 
in to attack the town. In Gen. Lyon's ab- 
sence, we have here 2 companies of the 3d 
Reg. Missouri volunteers, and about 700 or 
800 home guards from the surrounding coun- 
try, and 2 pieces of artillery. 
While I write 


2 companies of home guards have just gone 
out to reconnoitre for the enemy from the 
west. We are waiting for them with confi- 
dent hearts and strong arms, determined 
that they shall not take the town without a 
struggle. 4 or 5 batteries of rifled cannon 
of heavy calibre arrived by Ohio & Missis- 
sippi railroad to-day. Preparations beinj' 
made to take them on board the govern- 
ment steamers. 


AFTERNOON DESPATCHES. 


PHILADELPHIA, Aug. 7. 


The United States gun boat Flag arrived 


at Fort MifHin this morning with thirty-six 
rebel prisoners, taken from a rebel war 
vessel, formerly the revenue cutter Aiken, 
seized at Charleston last winter. 
The Ai- 


ken fired at the St. Lawrence off Charles- 
ton, probably mistaking h»r for a merchant 
vessel, when the St. Lawrence returned a 
broadside, sinking the rebel. 
Five of her 


crew were lost, and the rest sedured and 
placed on board the Flag. 


The navy department will at once issue 


proposals for the construction of the 10 side- 
wheel steamers and one or more iron clad 
vessels, recently authorized by congress. 


COLUMBUS, Aug. 6. 


Hon. John C. Crittenden arrived this P. 


M., and made a highly patriotic speech this 
evening in Capitol Square, to a large and 
enthusiastic audience. He leaves for Cin- 
cinnati at 9 P. M. to-night.

Therefore 
the imperative necessity of arming at once 
all Union men in the slave states who will 
aid in defending our common country.— 
Chicago Journal. 


The method adopted in Missouri of ap- 


pointing a committee of public safety in 
each county, who are made responsible for 
the defence of their locality, will be the 
most effective way. With such an organi- 
zation, and plenty of arms and ammunition, 
the Union men in the slave states, can help 
themselves, which is far better than depend- 
ing upon aid from the federal army. 


CARL SCIIURZ IN SPAIN.—It was confi- 


dently asserted in many quarters, that Carl 
Schurz would not be received by the Span 
iah power as a representative from this 
country. We had seen no notice that he 
had been received, but the following from 
the Paris correspondent of the New York 
Times seems to be conclusive on the point 
" The Monitenr publishes this morning the 
speeches made by Carl Schnrz and the 
Queen of Spain, on the occasion of the re 
ception by her Majesty of the American 
Minister. These speeches contain nothing 
remarkable beyond an apparent sincerity in 
the warm expressions of friendship of the 
two powers to each other. The length ol

Gen. Rosecrans is at Clarksburgb, and 1 


must say that I never felt so much disap- 
pointed in any man in my life. There he 
stood with a miserable old blouse, of the 
very commonest material on, without a 
stitch indicative of his rank. The pauts, 
sure enough, were of the very coarsest text- 
ure, and must have witnessed the affair at 
Rich Mountain. The shoes were common 
brogans, such as the^soldiers wear, and 
must be at least three sizes too large for 
him. The cap was of a very coarse, mis- 
erable material. 
His flannel shirt was 


clean, but as coarse as a •' high private's." 
In all, I took Gen. Rosecrans to be a "high 
private" who was very popular with tbe offi- 
cers and men. He had a shake hands for 
everybody, and I noticed particularly that 
he had more to say to the men than the of- 
ficers. Whenever his back was turned and 
out of hearing, the fellows would walk and 
say:" That's the chap for you," " Won't he 
fight, eh?" "He's the bully boy," "An- 
other round," " Just look at "his eye, and 
you will be sure to see fight there."

making havelocks with ear-flaps. The back 
of the neck, extending down the spine, 
should be covered, but that is all.

mense hoods for which patterns have been 
numerously furnished, are useless and a 
failure.

non firing were packed with powder, and 
common fuses containing percussion pow- 
der were placed in the holes.

Most of the wounds are very slight, and 


with good treatment, are rapidly healing. 
The men speak freely and often with enthu- 
siasm, of their part in the terrible fighting: 
and with scarce an exception, seem anxious 
to again encounter tbe enemy. 


In one ward a member of the Wisconsin 


Second appealed to his fellows to know 
•whether they were not desirous to renew 
the contest with the rebels. A prompt and 
hearty response in tbe affirmative came 
from every one. Tbe spirit of our brave 
Wisconsin volunteers is in nowise broken 
by the untoward results of Sunday. They 
lament with unfeigned sincerity, the re- 
pulse of our arms, but tbey are eager to 
meet and determined to crush out tbe se- 
cession hosts. For them tbe star spangled 
banner lias lost none of its charms, and a 
temporary defeat is .but an incitement to re- 
newed excrlions in its defence.

FRIEND . SASGEKT AXD No* .2 BOYS :—I 


received your letter indue time,and having 
a little spare time, I thought I would an 
swer it. We are all pretty well, nothing to 
boast of, but hope yon are all sound, wind 
and limb. Henry, we have had some pret- 
ty hard fighting since we left Janesville. 
The boys as a. general thing . did well; il 
the officers had done as well as the men, we 
could have told a different story. It was 
pretty tough to see horses and riders, artil- 
lery and infantry, literally mown down like 
grass. After the first fire, I thought of 
nothing but going in on my nerve; bnt'l 
will leave the boys to decide that. I am 
satisfied that I got both principal and inter- 
est on that old secesJi debt of mine, and bal- 
anced accounts-on the old plan of tare and 
tret. I could compare the battle to nothing 
but one continual storm of hail. Wherever 
you would cast your eye, you could see the 
mutilated body of. a soldier. The Zouaves 
would cut and carve as unconcerned as il 
they were at a Thanksgiving dinner. In a 
charge, one of the Zouaves stuck his bayo- 
net into the body of a secesher nearly split- 
ting him in two. I merely speak of this as 
showing the style of these red-cap gents. 
The enemy have a little antipathy against 
them for some reason or other, which is bet- 
ter known among themselves: however, 
they always meet with a warm reception. 
The Zouaves are the most efficient troops 
the United States can boast of. This, any 
friends of the Janesville Fire Zouaves, you 
may think is touching your case. I mean 
it shall, for I know there are just as good 
men in Janesville as ever came from New 
York ; all you want is a little warming up, 
Aside from the boys, the Janesville folks 
are my best hold, as Brother Blood says. 


This is hardly the place to be collected, 


aa one moment there will be rations wanted, 
guard to mount, soap to get for oue of the 
boys, who, after wearing his shirt six weeks, 
is'foolish enough to. think it would doit 
good to get a soaking. I just had to drop 
my pencil to go and see a fight between a 
couple of Co. I's boys. They finally agreed 
to call it a draw game, take dinuer, and go 
in again after dinner. Another fuss just 
now : a pot of bran soup upset; nobody did 
it—at least, they all say so,—and so it goes 
from morning til! night. My friends, pencil 
cannot portray the beauties of camp life. 
am sitting by the side of a boy who report- 
ed himself sick this morning. You ought 
to see his operative michanery masticate 
rations, which are preferable to castor oil 
and jalap. 


I almost forgot to give yon Lieut. Mc- 


Lean's compliments. He came off a hard 
guard this morning. The enemy are sneak- 
ing around ; sentinels are being picked off 
pretty fast, so that we cannot tell at night 
who will draw our rations iti the morning. 
You ought to see an alarm in camp—say 
about midnight. "Such a getting up stairs 
you never did see." 
We live in a constant 


state of excitement, which serves to drive 
away the blues. We often look down on 
the capital and its inhabitants, and think 
they can have no sport shut up in the city, 
while we are allowed the privilege, if you 
can call it so, of walking almost any place 
within half a mile of camp. We would like 
to go over to Washington and speak a word 
of consolation to the citizens, but that has 
played out. None but the good Lord and 
General Scott know where we will be sent 
next. I think we will stay here for a short 
time to recruit. 


The Janesville mail has just arrived.— 


Right there over that dry-goods box you will 
see the boys pulling and hauling to get their 
letters. 
We just happened to have a show- 


er of rain ; thought I would look around to 
see if I could hear any news ; missed a man 
in the rain storm ; thought I would look 
over the quartermaster's old quarters to see 
if I could find him ; saw a couple of barrels 
move a little ; could uot see any persons 
near ; then gave the barrels a smart kick, 
and out rolls the lost boy. I marched him 
up to the tent called the Toombs, and left 
him to meditate on the next improvement. 
I write five minutes, then have to jump up 
and run for something, and so it goes. I 
had to swear just now: one of the boys tip- 
ped over my boards which I was writing on. 
I called him a 
fool. He appeared to 


be satisfied, and walked on, so there was no 
chance for an argument. My compliments 
to John, my son, also the rest of my family. 
Write soon, and give me all the particulars, 
as a letter from Janesville is received with 
much pleasure.

FRIEND GIBBS :—You will observe that 


we have changed our position somewhat. 
On Tuesday last we received orders to 
strike tents at 3 o'clock next morning and 
start. We knew not whether we were go- 
ing to Washington or Harper's Ferry, and 
I reckon from the sequel that no one else 
knew. But to our trip. 
. We had our tents struck at the time or- 
"dered, but through the negligence or mis- 
management of the officers of the railroad 
company, we were compelled to stand, sit 
or lie beneath a sweltering sun until 3 o'- 
clock, P. M., at which time, through the ef- 
forts .of our officers, we got started—most 
of the regiment being in open cars. We 
ran about forty miles and stopped; we kept 
stopping, until 5 o'clock the next morning. 
During the night those in the open cars re- 
ceived a bountiful supply of fresh water in 
the shape of rain, it having rained most of 
the time, making it particularly interesting. 
We got started again, and kept along at 
easy stages. As soon as we crossed the 
line between Pennsylvania and Maryland, 
we found at every bridge on the road,; 


squads of the 4th Wisconsin regiment sta- 
tioned to protect the bridges. The .cheer- 
ing done by the Badgers would have done 
you good to have heard. 
• s 


We finally arrived at Baltimore at half- 


past 9, A. M., formed the- regiment, one- 
half of the Zouaves ou the right, and the 
other half on tho left, (that being .the only ' 
company having arms,) and marched acrpss 
the city to the Camden depot* « distance of 


about" one' and? a" half miles. We 
somewhat disappointed in onr march, for 
who wonld.hava expected that a regiment 
of federal soldiers, without arms, could pass 
through Baltimore without a fight, or at 
least receiving insults?. -We did, however. 
We waited at the depot until 6 P. M., ex 
peeling orders from Washington to either 
proceed to that place or Harper's Fsrry. 
At that time we got orders (but they were 
from Gen. Dix,) to go into camp at this 
place. We re-fo::med once-more and march 
ed between three and four miles across the 
city, in the same order as in the morning 
to the camping ground.- 
We got our tents 


pitched about 10 o'clock. 
- 


We had the pleasure of seeing a stree 


fight with pistols; it occurred just as our 
company were passing. The boys paid no 
attention to it. I have no doubt but thai 
our success in marching through the streets 
without getting into a fight was owing en 
tirely to the orderly conduct of our men. 


While at the depot we were constantly 


furnished with ice w,;ter by Messrs. Robin 
son, Graham & Jarboe. These gentleman 
have supplied over one hundred thousanc 
soldiers who have passed through this place 
going to the wars or returning, with water 
the government having made no'provision 
whatever in that respect. 
Mr. Jarboe in 


formed me that the Union and secession 
men here are about equally divided, anc 
that they have received all manner of in- 
sults and threats. They hare also estab 
lished a hospital for such soldiers as are ta 
kea sick here and left behind. 


I believe there are encamped in anc 


around this place, about 15,000 men. The 
city is under martial law, as you probably 
know, Gen. Dix being in command. There 
are two or three secession papers printec 
here—will send you some as soon as I ge 
hold of them. 


We are placed under the strictest rules 


here, being surrounded by the seceshers on 
all sides. 
Our camp is in the eighth ward 


the worst in the city, the inhabitants being 
mostly secessionists. 


There are about twenty men in the hos 


pital, all but two of them being down with 
cholera morbus—or some other morbus 
Having been poked with pastry since thei 
started, they are now paying the penalty o 
their foolishness. 


I am unable to say, with any certainty 


what our destination will be, but think from 
present appearances we shall summer here 
I hope, at least, that we shall get our arms 
before we are moved again, as it dangerous 
to run around loose, as we are doing, with 
out something to protect ourselves with 
Major Larrabee is in Washington attend- 
ing to the matter, and we are in hopes ol 
being placed in a position to do a little for 
our country. 


Supper is ready, and I must stop for this 


time.

CAJIP COIIB, Baltimore, August 2d, 1861. 


DEAR GAZETTE :-^We left Harrisburg on 


the afternoon of the 31st ult., and were soon 
under way for Baltimore by way of the N 
C. R. R. We were to have departed by five 
jn the morning, but as a locomative was of 
the track between Harrisburg and this place 
we had to wait until that could be cleared 
away. We rode in freight cars, some o 
which were platform and others box cars 
The platform cars had planked sides abou 
fifteen inches high, and plank seats nailec 
across them. The box cars had holes cu 
in their sides and ends for windows, anc 
had plank seats. We were put in, or rather 
on tbe open cars, and thus had plenty o: 
air, hot sunshine, coal cinders and smoke 
and a good view of the country. We wenl 
that day as far as York, where we slept on 
the cars all night: and although it rained 
hard, we slept very well. Early in the 
morning we went on, and soon were in this 
slumbering secession volcano. All along 
the road until we arrived here, we were well 
received by the people : as we went through 
villages, cheer after cheer of the people 
shook the air, and blessings, apples and bo- 
quets were showered upon us without stint. 
The greatest display we met with was at 
the Union Cotton Mills, near this city.— 
There are about 800 girls employed there, 
and the whole front of the mills was deco 
rated with Union flags, and sweet, smiling 
laces greeted us from every window and 
doorway. Perhaps we did not cheer them, 
but I think we did ; at any rate, I tried my 
lungs to the best of my ability. When we 
arrived here we were not allowed to cheer 
at all, and all the return we could make for 
the flags waved over us, was the military 
smile and salute. As we passed along sev- 
eral streets, we were well received, and the 
exclamation, "That's a good, hardy looking 
set of men," was heard in many places, and 
eager Union men ran to ask where we were 
"rom. In some places I heard the sneer of 
he rebels as we filed past their houses, and 
the cry, " See the foes of America," was 
leard where there were no police around. 


We arrived here about 10 A. M., and ex- 


lected to leave in about two hours for Wash- 
ngton or Harper's Ferry, but for some rea- 
son, I know not what, we did not go : and 
after waiting until sundown, we received 
orders to fall in and march out to camp.— 
We had to march through the blackest por- 
,ion of the city on our way here, and for 
more than one mile of onr way, we did not 
see a Union flag; and as we came past oue 
louse, a Union man and a rebel got into a 
quarrel about us, and one shot was fired, 
>ut no one hurt. The rebel called us all 
cowards and d—d sons of 
well, I will 


not tell what; but the Union man told him 
not to use such talk there, and pushed him 
ff the sidewalk. The rebel raised his pis- 
,ol and fired, but no one could return it, as 
we were too near for it. As we marched 
last the Washington monument, we all rev- 
erently raised our caps, and the band play- 
ed a slow step. 


The new police are very active, and any 


.ttempt to raise a row, on the part of any 
one, is promptly stopped. The old police 
are to be seen around with heads down 
,nct looking like the breaking up of a hard 
winter. Until yesterday the police have al- 
owed no one in the depot but soldiers when 
a train of them came in, and thus all has 
been kept quiet.

The boys are nearly all well, and those 


sick are not dangerous, but are sick with 
the measles or are tired out. 
We left four 


sick at Harrisburg, among whom are Platt, 
Johnson, Warner, and one or two others 


All that keeps this place quiet is the fact 


that the whole town coWd -be laid flat by 
Fort McHenry in a few hours and the troops 
situated near here. The commanding offi- 
cer here will not allow any negroes in the 
camp to remain there, except those who 
are servants of the officers. 
Capt. Wheeler 


has one "contraband"' who glorifies under 
the appellation of Geo. Washington. 


The place where we are encamped is a 


high hill, dry and airy, and we have plenty 
of wood, good water, and good clean food, 
and men can live andjight, too, upon such 
fare as that. Sergeant Mills says he is the 
happiest man in the whole camp, and I be- 
lieve him. Sergeant Cutts is a fat and jol- 
ly as ever, and no one can be lonely where 
his jolly, broad face is to be seen. 


The daughter of the regiment, Miss Wil 


son, is with us tending on the sick, and 
those who have been sick say her visits to 
those on the sick list are not few or far be- 
tween. 


I nearly forgot to tell you that the papers 


speak of us as one of the best regiments 
which has been through here, and they say 
the last troops are all the best. 


As I sit and write by the side of compa- 


ny E's camp chest, I see a balloon ascend- 
ing from Fort McHenry for the purpose of 
seeing what is to be seen. 


I have omitted to tell you that the farm 


where we are is owned by one McKeim, a 
rank secessionist, who has left for parts 
better suited to his feelings. 
The field of- 


ficers are in possession of his house, which 
is very large; the hospital is there, also. 
We are not allowed to use any food brought 
to us by those around us, as they tried to 
poison one regiment which has been here. 


I must close, as I have to get dinner; 


and if this letter lacks systematic arrange- 
ment, yon must not be surprised, as I have 
been left in the orderly's tent to answer the 
thousand and one questions asked by every 
one. Braithwaite was left by accident at 
Little York night before last, but I think 
he will come up with the Gth regiment.
